O VER 70 police 
officers were 
honoured for their 
courage and 
dedication at a 
commendations ceremony. 

Family members looked 
on as Mayor of Hackney, 
Jules Pipe, and MP Meg 
Hillier, joined the Borough 
Commander, Chief 
Superintendent Steve Dann 
and other senior officers to 
honour Hackney’s finest. 

Chief Superintendent 
Dann paid tribute to the 
role family members play in 
supporting officers, who he 
said he felt ‘honoured and 
humbled’ to be in the 
presence of. Officers at all 
levels were recognised for 


doing their very best in 
challenging, hostile and 
dangerous situations, 
including giving life-saving 
medical assistance, 
disarming a violent man, 
launching a successful 
burglary initiative, saving a 
drowning woman, and 
leading complicated murder 
investigations. 

Mayor Pipe said the 34 
per cent reduction in crime 
in Hackney over the last 
four years was down to 
officers’ ‘hard work, 
dedication and taking risks’. 
He added: “You are making 
a real dent. There are 8,500 
fewer crimes now than there 
were four years ago thanks 
to you.” 

Several officers and two 
CCTV operators were 
commended for their role in

The operators’ 
alertness led to a bus being 
stopped and 15 suspects 
being arrested. 

Two more CCTV 
operators were also 
recognised for their work 
which led to arrests after a 
violent robbery in Urswick 
Road last year.

Crackdown on underage sales

TEENAGE volunteers have 
taken part in undercover 
operations to crack down on 
the illegal sales of knives and 
fireworks to under 18s. 

The young people went 
into 46 hardware shops and 
supermarkets across the 


borough to see if traders 
would sell them the 
restricted goods. 

The four operations, 
organised by the Council’s 
Trading Standards team and 
local police, found the 
majority of retailers insist on 
proper ID. Only three 
shopkeepers sold a knife to a 
15-year-old volunteer. They 


now face further questions 
from Trading Standards, 
which may result in legal 
action. Two out of 10 shops 
sold fireworks to another 
underage teenager. 

Sgt Alex Henshaw, from 
Stoke Newington Central 
Safer Neighbourhoods team, 
said: “While knife crime in 
this borough is down by 21 


per cent this year, Hackney 
police cannot be complacent 
and will continue to work 
hard to drive it down. 

“We will be working with 
our partners in Trading 
Standards to conduct more 
operations like this.” 

Cllr Alan Laing, Cabinet 
Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: 
“Trading Standards 
regularly carry out exercises 
to check age-restricted items 
are not being sold to under- 
1 8s. We’ve done a lot of 
work with traders to make 
sure they are aware of the 
consequences of selling 
knives to young people.” 

Last year, the legal age to 
buy knives was raised from 
16 to 1 8. Traders who sell 
knives to under 18s face a 
£5,000 fine or six months in 
prison.

Watching history happen 

MEETING the USA’s first black president before 
he was historically elected was a once in a 
lifetime experience for a lucky Hackney youth. 
Ismael Zakaria, 1 6, was one of seven newly- 
elected members of the Hackney Youth 
Parliament (HYP) who got to see the 
conclusion of a nail-biting 
presidential campaign up close. 
Ismael, who represents North East 
Hackney, even got 
to shake Barack 
Obama’s hand at a 
rally in Virginia and 
described him as 
‘really inspiring’. 
The HYP members 
- Omojolade 
Olusanya, 
Matthew 
Oyetunji, Kim 
Pham, Patrice 
Redman-Pinard, 
Rona Skerratt, 
Jasmine 
Strickland-Scott 
and Ismael - were selected to go on the educational visit to 
Washington, paid for by the Youth Opportunities Fund. 

The trip helped the group to gain an understanding of an 
alternative political system and what motivates young 
people to become politically active. They also compared the 
history of democracy in the UK and USA and considered how 
a black presidential candidate could motivate young people 
from minority backgrounds to become politically active. 
Patrice, 1 4, member for Stoke Newington, said: “This was a 
brilliant experience, not just the lessons we will share with 
others, but to know we were there to see history made.” 
Highlights of the trip included visits to the White House and 
the Arlington National Cemetery. They also learnt skills to 
encourage voters to turn out for elections, and visited a local 
TV station to watch a live broadcast and take part in an 
interview themselves. 


Now back in Hackney, the young people have been tasked 
with sharing their experience to help promote democracy 
and voting among young people in the borough.

Thumbs up for local cops 

THE borough’s police force has received a big vote of 
confidence from residents. 

A recent survey showed that three out of four people think 
our local police are doing a good job.The figures are taken 
from the Metropolitan Police Public Attitude survey and show 
a massive increase over the last year. 

In March 2007, only one in five local people said they had 
confidence in Hackney’s police. Acting Borough Commander, 
Superintendent Alun Goode, said: “These figures show an 
incredible turn around in the way Hackney people feel about 
their local police. 

“Crime has been falling steadily in the borough over the past 
four years and the introduction of Safer Neighbourhoods 
police teams has made a real impact. These figures show 
that people are really starting to feel the difference, and 
having extra police on the beat is a big factor.”

Not the bare 
minimum ^ 

ARE you earning ^ 

less than £5.73 
an hour? If so, 
your employer 
could be breaking 
the law by not 
paying new National 
Minimum Wage rates. 

They rose to £5.73 per hour for workers aged 22 and over; 
£4.77 for 1 8 to 21 -year-olds; and £3.53 for those aged 1 6 
and 17, from 1 October. 

Hackney’s Mayor, Jules Pipe, is urging residents to make 
sure they get a fair deal and if they’re not, to find out more 
from a confidential Government helpline offering support in 
more than 1 00 languages. 

Mayor Pipe said: “The minimum wage is a national standard 
of employment rights for every worker, and I strongly urge 
staff and employers alike to find out more about the new 
rates if they haven’t already done so.” 

The minimum wage includes agency, part-time, casual, 
foreign, home and pieceworkers, and it does not matter how 
much experience an employee has. 

The only time a deduction that takes pay below the minimum 
rate can be made is if a worker lives in accommodation 
provided by their employer, in which case, the maximum 
deduction is £4.30 per day, or £30.1 0 per week.

“A few of my friends 
nearly crashed their cars 
when they saw it, but it was 
a lot of fun doing it,” the 
29-year-old said of those 
adverts for a well known 
sports drink. 

Chatting away in the 
back of a cab as he goes to 
visit a friend in Hackney, 
Phillips seems a lot happier 
and more relaxed than the 
frustrated athlete viewers 
saw when he missed out on 
gold. 

“Getting silver felt like a 
great low for me at the 
time. I’d been winning all 
year up until that point and 
I didn’t picture myself not 
winning,” he says. 


“It was tough to deal 
with the fact I had a silver 
in my hands, but I’m fine 
about it now. Since I’ve 
been back in the UK people 
have been really supportive 
and that has inspired me to 
keep doing what I do well. 
In fact, it was probably for 
the best. If I’d won gold or 
bronze I don’t think I’d 
have carried on 
competing.” 

And that would have 
meant the image conscious 
athlete, instantly 
recognisable for his red hair 
and facial piercings, would 
have missed out on the 
chance to compete on home 
ground in 2012. 

“It’s going to be crazy,” 
he says. “I hope being a 
local boy I’ll get a lot of 
support. I want a gold - 1 
want to upgrade the medal 
I have now. And then that 


will be it, my last 
Olympics. 

“Having the Games in 
Hackney is such a positive 
thing. We’ve been due 
something like that for a 
long time. It’s going to 
bring a big spotlight on the 
whole area. For a long time 
there’s been a lot of bad 
press about the area; now 
it’s our time to show 
something positive.” 

Before Phillips went out 
to Beijing in the summer, he 
said he’d finally got his 
‘Hackney vibe’ back. 

“I’ve had a lot of difficult 
years in my career and a lot 
of injuries,” he says. “I was 
getting a hard time from 
some commentators. I felt 
like I was sacrificing so 
much and not achieving 
what I wanted to achieve. I 
started spending a lot more 
time with my friends and

family in Hackney. 

“The Hackney 
vibe is an attitude; a 
belief. It’s a kind of 
arrogance, in a 
positive way.

“You’ve got to have 
your swagger. It was 
spending more time with 
people I grew up with in 
Hackney that helped me get 
that back.” 

And although Phillips 
and his puppy Angel, a 
Japanese Akita, will soon 
be moving to Birmingham 
to be closer to his coach 
Aston Moore, he will 
always be a true Hackney 
boy at heart. 

“Hackney is home. My 
mum and brother live in 
Dalston and my sister lives 
near Homerton. Every time 


I’m here I just feel 
comfortable. The people, 
the shops, the food - I’ve 
got a lot of memories here.” 

Hopefully he will have a 
lot more great memories in 
2012 .

A: The new bins will offer residents living on estates the 
opportunity to recycle plastic bottles and cardboard, as well 
as the existing range of materials. 

The service is being rolled out on all estates 
across the borough. This is a big project and 
it has not been possible to give each estate a 
designated day when facilities will be 
upgraded.

S KINNERS’ 

Company’s School 
for Girls has become 
a Grade II listed 
building - the same status as 
BBC Broadcasting House 
and Senate House in central 
London. 

The Stamford Hill 
secondary was awarded the 
status by English Heritage, 
the national body that 
protects the country’s 
historic environment. It 
means extra care must be 
taken over decisions 


affecting the school’s future 
and its preservation. 
Skinners’ was already on the 
Council’s list of locally 
important buildings. 

The red brick and slate 
school is built in a Queen 
Anne style, popular for 
Board Schools in the late 
1 800s. The building was

added to the list because oT 
its high architectural 
standard and historical 
connections to private and 
sponsored education for 
girls in the late 19th century. 

The school, opened in 
1889, was the fourth to be 
set up or maintained by the 
Skinners’ Company. It was 
designed by E H Burnell. 
After his death in 1892, W 
Campbell-Jones was 
employed by the Skinners’ 
Company and is probably 
responsible for the later 
work at the rear of the 
school in the 1890s. It is 
now a specialist business 


and enterprise college for 
girls aged 11 to 19. 

Cllr Guy Nicholson, 
Cabinet Member for 


Regeneration and the 
2012 Olympic and 
Paralympic Games, said: 
“The Grade II listing of 
this school highlights the 
importance of its 
architectural heritage and 
its contribution to the 


local area.”

THE Shaolin Monks Wheel of Life 
show is one filled with 
extraordinary feats. 

The name Shaolin literally means 
‘Monastery in the woods of Mount 
Shaoshi’.The monastery in

The Fall, supported by John 
Cooper Clark, Hackney 
Empire, 31 October 

It’s not for nothing that Mark E 
Smith, leader of the constantly 
evolving entity known as The 
Fall, is famous for his 
belligerence. 

He is equally known for his 
erratic live performances. As a 
result there was a growing 
sense of nervousness among 
the crowd as they waited for 
Smith to finally take to the stage 
at this most unlikely of Fall 
venues. 

Perhaps it was his desire for the 
audience to admire the ornate 
cornicing of the beautifully 


restored Empire that made 
Smith keep the crowd waiting. 
Perhaps he was having a fight 
with the band. Maybe he was 
just having a fag. 

Whatever the case, those who 
turned up on time were treated 
to an opening performance by 
the punk poet John Cooper 
Clarke. Now looking strangely 
trendy with his Russell Brand 
hair and drain pipe jeans, 
Cooper Clark tackled some of 
the pressing issues of the day, 
recited poems in praise of hire 
cars, and told a series of absurd 
off-the-cuff one liners. 

Next up a video jockey played 
for rather too long, upsetting 
some of the audience who were 
clearly getting eager to see the 
main attraction. 


Finally, as we approached 
1 0.30pm, Smith ventured forth 
with his latest incarnation of 
The Fall. Within ten minutes 
decorum was out the window, 
as the audience pushed forward 
and po-goed in an impromptu 
mosh pit. 

The rabble rousing set opener 
Fall Sound from last year’s 
'Reformation PostTLC' album 
had done the trick. 

Other highlights came from this 
year's Imperial Wax Solvent 
album. Tracks like Latch Key Kid 
and 50 Year Old Man worked 
wonders on a receptive 
audience. Throughout, Smith 
proved that he has lost none of 
his garrulousness, prowling the 
stage like an intimidating, 
slightly under-nourished, uncle.

Message on the bottle for hidden sufferers

Emma Spiegler is the founder of 
Children of Addicted Parents and 
People (COAP), an informative 
website for young people. 

She explains: “COAP is for young 
people affected by somebody else’s 
addiction. It could be someone they 
are living with, a family 
member or someone 
they don’t live with, but 
who affects their lives. 

“When I was growing up, 
my mother had problems 
with alcohol. 

“COAP is inspired by my 
experiences of supporting my 
mum, and feeling 
lonely, then finding 

there weren’t many ' 


support facilities available. 
“Alcoholism has a massive effect on 
family life in different ways - it can 
tear a family apart. It’s not 
necessarily the drunkenness that 
affects people, it’s the behaviour 
afterwards, such as arguments in 
the household and constant tension. 
“Often with young people it’s that 
worry and fear that they 
have to look after their 
parent, which is a really 
big burden. 

“This can definitely affect 
a young person’s 
development, but it could 
be positive or negative. 
“Some might react by 
becoming very resilient 
and they will become a 
stronger person. But it 
might break 


) 


other people down and they become 
more vulnerable, so it depends on 
how the young person reacts. 

“It may affect them at later stages of 
their life when they decide to have a 
relationship with someone else. 
“However, with support from friends 
and others they can definitely turn 
their lives around. 

“Hopefully, COAP has made a 
difference by speaking out for young 
people who have addicted parents. 
“They can read other young people’s 
experiences on the website and 
realise they are not the only ones 
affected. 

“Quite a lot of this information is 
online, but I also speak at events so 
people can learn what it’s like to live 
with addiction. I do workshops as 
well, open to anyone, but directed 
towards young people aged 1 1 to 


25. 1 talk about my experiences 
with addiction, the feelings I had, 
how I came through it and the 
positive tools I use to deal with it. 

“I ask the young people how they 
view addiction and how they see it 
affect people - it’s more like a 
discussion. 

“Drinking is a really big part of youth 
culture and quite a few people are in 
danger of becoming addicted. 

I think social drinking is okay, 
definitely. I think that anything done 
in moderation is okay. The problem 
starts when the alcohol use 
becomes a problem in that person’s 
life and in their relationships with 
other people.”

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I SAAC Watts was the 
author of over 750 
English hymns, many 
still sung today across 
the world, and enjoyed a 
long association with the 
Hackney area. 

Born in Southampton, in 
1674, Watts was prevented 
from going to university at 
either Oxford or Cambridge 
because he was a religious 
non-conformist, and so went 
to Thomas Rowe’s 
dissenting academy in 
1690. This was 
originally based in 
Stoke Newington, but 
had moved to Little 
Britain in the City some 
years before Watts’ 
arrival. 

A firm connection with 
Stoke Newington was 
made in 1696, when 
Watts was appointed as a 
private tutor to the 
Hartopp family of 
1 Fleetwood House, off 
Church Street. 

In 1699, Watts was 
appointed assistant minister 


at the independent 
church in Mark Lane where 
the Hartopp family were 
congregation members, but 
the strain of the position 
soon made him ill. 

The church’s minister was 
unpopular and Watts was 
asked to replace him, but 
refused due to his health, 
before finally accepting the 
post in 1702. Although the 
church flourished with 
Watts as its minister, he 
himself became increasingly 
ill and was eventually unable 
to continue his work after 
suffering a mental 
breakdown in 1712.

Having left 
the Abney household some 
years earlier and lived with a 
succession of friends, when 
Watts’ health broke down 
he was invited by Sir 
Thomas and Lady Mary 
Abney to stay with them for 
a week. 

In fact, Watts lived with 
the Abneys for the rest of his 
life, moving between their 
homes in Lime Street in 
London, Theobalds in 
Hertfordshire, and finally 
Abney Park in Stoke 
Newington. It was there that 
he died on 25 November 
1748 and was buried in 
Bunhill Fields cemetery in 
City Road. London’s only 
statue to Watts was erected 
in Abney Park Cemetery. 

Watts’ great output of 
hymns has led to his being 
called the ‘Father of English 
hymnody’ but he was also a 
prodigious writer of poetry 
and theology, with many 
works being dedicated to 
members of the Abney 
family in acknowledgement 
of their support. 

The local studies library at 
Hackney Archives holds 
many works by Watts, 
including hymns, poems, 
and sermons as well as 
theological writings, along 
with his own copy of 
Locke’s A Common Place- 
book to the Holy Bible, 
inscribed and dated 1725.

M ajor 

improvements to

infrastructure are safe, 
following a funding 
announcement from Mayor 
of London, Boris Johnson. 

Some projects such as the 
proposed Thames Gateway 
Bridge were axed, but the 
extension of the East 
London Line (ELL) through 
Hackney will not be 
affected by the cuts. 


However, train frequency 
upgrades to the North 
London Line could be hit. 

Hackney’s Mayor, Jules 
Pipe, led a four year 
campaign for these 
improvements. They will 
form a key part of the 
borough’s Olympic legacy 
and are seen as vital to the 
economic regeneration of 
Hackney. Mayor Pipe said: 
“The loss of planned 
transport projects will be a 
blow to some parts of East 
London, particularly in the 
Thames Gateway and places 
like Dagenham. 

“I am pleased that, in 
Hackney, the East London 


Line extension is secure but 
the Council will have to 
continue campaigning on 
train frequency on the 
North London Line because 
of the plan to scrap line 
upgrades at Camden. 

“This will result in only 
six trains an hour instead of 
the promised eight. I will 
continue to lobby the 
Mayor of London to make 
sure Hackney gets the 
transport services it needs.” 

The plans were outlined 
by the Mayor Johnson, as 
he unveiled Transport for 
London’s (TfL) multi-billion 
pound, ten year business 
plan on 6 November. 


Grim results of spurning seatbelts 



A HARD-HITTING 
campaign urging drivers 
and passengers to wear 
seat belts has been 
launched by Road Safety 
Minister, Jim Fitzpatrick. 

The £2.6million 
campaign comes after 
research found that while 
few people never wear a 
seat belt, many gamble 
with their lives by not 
belting up every time they 
get in a car. 

They risk death or 
serious injury, even at 


speeds of 30mph. The 
latest statistics show that 
one life could be saved 
every day in Britain if 
everyone always wore a 
seatbelt, and that you are 
twice as likely to die in a 
crash if you are not 
wearing one. 

Graphic images of the 
internal injuries caused in 
a road accident if people 
don’t wear a seat belt are 
to be shown as part of the 
latest THINK! TV 
advertising campaign. 


Speaking at the launch, 
the minister said: “Every 
day someone dies simply 
because they are not 
wearing a seat belt. That’s 


a tragic waste that could 
be avoided if everyone 
took the simple step of 
belting up whenever they 
got in a car.”

Dalston diversion postponed 

A MAJOR diversion through Dalston for works to extend the 
East London Line to Highbury and Islington has been 
postponed. 

The diversion on Dalston Lane has been put back to the New 
Year. This will allow engineers to complete the second of four 
phases of essential bridgeworks between Ashwin Street and 
Kingsland High Street. 

Westbound traffic will be diverted along Queensbridge Road, 
then on to Richmond and Kingsland roads. Cyclisfs travelling 
west would use the same diversion.

“I grew up on the Isle of Jura in the Scottish Hebrides, the son of 1 

Dutch parents - imagined by my colleagues to be clog wearing > 

liberals who love to eat pancakes. Joking aside, they’re right about I w 
the pancakes. For my parents, pancakes are a staple food as 
essential as pasta or bread. 

“In Britain, the pancake is massively underused. With everyone around the stove 
taking turns to flip one, pancakes can be an event as well as tasty comfort food, 
especially if we’ve just returned from a ramble across the hillsides collecting berries. 
“Jura has a delicious wild variety called the bilberry. Small and with a potent purple 
juice, it’s ideal for pancakes, and has the added delight of turning your mouth 
and fingers purple. The blueberries available in shops and markets are 
large, so they need to be cut in half to fit nicely into the pancake.” \ \ 


Bilberry Pancakes 

Serves 6 


Preparation time

Ingredients 

•4 oz plain flour (I prefer 2 oz wholemeal and 
2 oz plain) 

• 2 eggs 

• Milk 

• Blueberries 

Method 

• Add milk to eggs and flour until mixture has 
a batter consistency - runny, but will still 
cling to a spoon 

• Heat a teaspoon of vegetable oil in a large 
frying pan 

• Ladle in enough batter to thinly spread over 
the base of the pan 


• Scatter a generous handful of blueberries 
into the batter. Drizzle some batter over 
the top to anchor them in. The heat warms 
and releases the berry juice, so when you turn 
your pancake onto a plate and add a little 
honey the two melt into one another 

• Wait a couple of minutes for the batter to 
darken 

• Only now do you loosen the pancake from 
the pan, either by shaking, or sliding a fish 
slice underneath and flipping it over onto the 
other side (shaking or fiddling too early will 
only break the pancake) 

• Cook for another 30 seconds before serving 
warm dressed in honey 


ti| To get a satisfying pancake requires courage. Make sure your pan is really hot 
before you add batter. Wait until you see the batter darken a little before you turn it 
(scaredy cats will destroy their pancake checking if the underside is done). Turn your 
pancake by lifting the edge with a spatula and using your fingers or loosen the bottom 
and give it a bravehearted flip.

KAREN’S priority is to find 
families for children who 
have ingrained negative 
behaviour. 

The aim is to prevent them 
bouncing from one family to 
the next. 

Her work is part of a new 
nationwide ‘multi- 
dimensional’ treatment 
foster care pilot programme. 
It involves Karen’s team 
keeping teachers, and birth 
and foster parents up to 
date. Karen said: “It’s 
intensively supportive. The 
family would be part of a 


professional team. Some 
may find it intrusive, but it’s 
there to help children who 
need it most.” 

The team works with the 
child and the foster family 
for six months before 
placing them together. It’s 
led by a clinical 
psychologist, and includes a 
family therapist, and skills 
coaches.
